This is verified 
by the United States Department of Agriculture 
We urge every breeder to register his calves when 
they are young, preferably when they are two to 


three mo age. Early recording has always 
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the Club, as it is basic in guiding accurate data. A 
good procedure for every breeder to adopt is to 
sketch the calf when it is only a day or two old, and 
while it is stall with the mother.

If the regis 
tration certificates should be lost or destroyed, this 
tattoo record would provide the necessary data to 
make out new applications for registration. Many 
consider the tattoo record book the most basic of all 
As of November 1, 1958, there is a $1.00 penalt 
on the registration fee if the calf is over eight months 


of age, but under 12 months. The penalty on the 


registration fee advances to $3.00 when the calf be 
comes 12 months of age and up to 24 months of age, 
and to $7.00 when the calf becomes 24 months of age 

For animals under eight months of age, the regis 
tration fee to a member of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club is $3.00 for each animal and $4.00 to a 
non-member. To avoid paying a penalty on the 
registration fee, calves should automatically be regis 
tered before they become eight months of age. How 
ever, we strongly advocate registering calves long 
before they approach this age 


In the event that calves have not been registered at 


the tume they are vaccinated, this 1s the logical time to

do it. At the same time the calf is vaccinated, a 
check on her identification can be made by checking 
the tattoo. Ifa sketch of the calf was not made ona 
registration application when it was a baby, now ts 
the time to do it and to complete the application. The 
reason for advancing the date from six months to 
eight months, the age at which the penalty applies to 
the registration fee, was so that it would fit in with 
the vaccination program in many large herds. Large 
groups of heifers are put out to pasture at an early 
age and they are not handled again until vaccinated 
This takes place anywhere from four to eight months 
of age, and in most cases not later than six or seven 
months. The age at which the $1.00 penalty fee 
becomes effective fits in well with this type of a 
program

Cows Milk for Humans 


F you have the idea that the stories 
you've been reading about vac- 
cinated cows’ milk being used in 

the future to prevent many serious 
human ailments is a lot of “hogwash,” 
you'd better take a second look at the 
research now being done in this direc- 
tion 

That's what anyone would tell you 
who was fortunate enough to hear Dr. 
William I 
best known dairy scientists, during his 
recent series of talks before Vermont 
dairy groups 

In his talks, Dr. Petersen, who ts a 
professor of dairy husbandry at the 
University of Minnesota, most 
conservative in discussing the future 
possibilities of immunization through 
drinking milk, but he left little doubt 
in the minds of his listeners that anti- 
bodies injected directly into 
udder can be absorbed into the human 
body by drinking milk 

During a press interview, Dr. Peter- 
sen said, ‘Although some immunolog- 
ists may take violent exception to the 
methods we support, our research 
shows that the lacteal gland is an anti- 
body-producing gland, and that anti- 
bodies injected into the cow's udder 
can be absorbed into the human body 
through drinking milk.” 

He added that the first pilot plant 
for commercially producing milk con- 
taining antibodies against rheumatoid

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arthritis has already been set up in St 
Paul- Minneapolis, and that a large 
dairy herd is being used in the project 

“The results of our experiments 
show that specific antibodies to a wide 
range of diseases may be produced by 
vaccination of the cow and used when 
man and other species drink the milk,” 
said Dr. Petersen 

He qualified this statement saying, 
“The secret of success is taking a 
sufficient quantity—at least a pint at 
time—to temporarily overwhelm 
the enzymes which destroy the anti- 
body before reaching the small in- 
testine.”’ 

Dr. Petersen added that the possi 
bilities of the range of illnesses which 
may respond to such methods are vast, 
but he was cautious in predicting be- 
yond the limits of 
accomplished 

In many of his talks throughout 
Vermont, Dr. Petersen stressed 
the fact that the way a cow is milked is 
possibly the most important single 
aspect of dairy management 

He maintains that next to not milk- 
ing a cow at all the “best way to dry 
her off is to let a poor milker milk the 
animal.” 

“It will take him a little longer but 
he will get there,” said Petersen 

He brought smiles to the faces of 
many in his audiences when he said, 
‘People who have not been good

“This is most 
effectively done by washing the cow's 
udder with water as warm as the hand 
will stand,”’ he said. 

He said an interval of one-half to 
one minute should be allowed be- 
tween completion of washing and 
attachment of the milking machine 
During the milking process, Dr. Peter- 
sen explained, there is a tendency for 
the teat tissue to be drawn into the 
milking cup, cutting off the milk 
passages 

In such recommended 
pulling down of the cup to reopen 
passages while massaging the udder to 
facilitate milk coming down into the 
teats.

Economy In Bunker Silos 


Us of bunker silos to self-feed cattle 
can be profitable and save labor and 
costs if properly managed. This con 
clusion was reached in a study of hori 
zontal silos in use on 50 north-central 
Illinois farms, by USDA agricultural 
economist R. N. Van Arsdall and the 
Illinois Agricultural Experiment Sta 
tion

ton of Capacity 
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The study showed that self-feeding 
need not require daily attention More- 
over, most such operations do five 
jobs —adjust and move the feeding 
gate, loosen silage, apie silage or 
cover, clean the floor, and check the 
operation. These jobs normally take 
about 40 minutes a day per 100 cattle 
casing. winter feeding. 

Studies showed that each animal 
needs about three to four inches of 
horizontal feeding space. Having just 
the right number of cattle per silo 
helps minimize waste, spoilage, freez- 
ing in winter, and palatability loss in 
summer. Researchers emphasize that 
animals need high-quality forage har 
vested at the correct maturity 

Researchers found that building 
silos north to south and open at the 
south for feeding prevented freezing, 
particularly of grass silage. Sides of 
the silos should get the sun for best 
results or be banked around with earth. 
Feeding in silos running east to west 
should be from the east end. Best 
width for silos in the study was 20 feet, 
with a depth of five to seven feet of 
settled silage. 

The study also showed that a man- 
ger-type feeding gate suspended by a 
pole from the side walls proved best in 
most cases. This gate required least 
labor, provided a good hog barrier, 
and controlled the cattle. 
suggest partitioning the gate into in- 
dividual feeding spaces and hanging 
it so the base just touches the floor. 
Then the support pole should be 
anchored at least a foot from the silage 
and kept there until cattle clean up all 
they can reach

Threat To Profits 


Carre lice are a potential threat 
to every cattleman’s pocketbook! 
These insect pests lower milk pro- 
duction and also retard weight gains 
in both dairy and beef cattle, ex- 
plains Steve Moore, extension en 
tomologist with the University of 
Illinois and Illinois Natural History 
Survey. 

Moore points out that best results 
can be obtained in controlling cat 
tle lice by cattle 
infestations This means
